BEETHOVE N AND BUSINESS. 

Selling His Mu.lc Was Di.tsst.ful to 
the Great Composer. 

i extremely interesting article 
which tins appeared In a German mu- 
sical and theatrical paper under the 
above heading contains the following 
statement, says a London exchange: 
Beethoven never -bargained in the or- 
dinary way. His fees for a composi- 
tion were demanded briefly and in a 
decided manner, and he always pointed 
out when mentioning a price that he 
meant gu! leas and not sovereigns, or, 
rather, their equivalent in Austrian 
coin. In 1S01 he wrote to a muaic firm 
at Leipzig: "Now the unpalatable busi- 
ness part is done with. I wish things 
could be managed differently In this 
world. There should he only one tnu 
sic publisher to whom the artist might 
take his work, knowing that he might 
ask n fee according ,to hie require- 
ts. As It is, he has to be partly a 
tradesman. Good heavens, how dif 
ferent aud unpalatable this is!" Hut 
this pious wish was never fulfilled, aud 
Beethoven had to remain -half a 
tradesman" to the end. 

As a suggestion of how dedications 
are occasionally made, the following 
letter, which Ueethoven wrote to the 
same publisher In 1802 from Vienna, is 
Interesting:

The Division of Time. 
The division of time Into hours was 
practiced among the Babylonians from 
remote antiquity, but It was Hlppar- 
chus, the philosopher, who Introduced 
the Babyloulan hour Into Europe. The 
sexagesimal system of notation was 
chosen by that undent people because 
there Is no number having so many di- 
visions as sixty. The Babylonians di- 
vided the dally Journey of the suu. the 
ruler of the day. Into twenty-four paia- 
saugs. Bach parasang, or hour, was 
subdivided into sixty minutes, nnd that 
again Into sixty seconds. They com- 
pared the pro gress made by the ton 
during One hour at the time of the 
equinox to the progress made by a 
good walker In the same period of 
time, both covering one parasang. and 
the. course of the yun during the full 



equinoctial day was fixed at twenty, 
four parusai.gs. 



Kissing the Hands. 

The practice of kissing the hands 
was instituted by the early Roman rul- 
ers as a mark of subjection as much as 
oue of respect, and under the first Cae- 
sars the custom was kept up, but only 
for a time. These worthies conceived 
the idea that the proper homage due to 
their exalted station called for less fa 
miliar modes of obeisance, so the privi- 
lege of kissing the emperor's hand was 
reserved as a special mark of conde- 
scension or distinction for officers of 
high rank. Horaan fathers considered 
the practice of kissing of so delicate a 
nature that they never kissed their 
wives in the presence of their daugh- 
ters.
